Atithe dinner give by the British Gov- 
ernment to the delegates ef the Inter- 
Allied Petroleum Council—Earl Curzon

Tho cost of 
living has gone up enormously, Bice, the 
common food of the people, is now mora 
than twice as dear as it wae beford the 
war started; other commodities havo 
risen still more, and profiteors, incited 
by ‘the fortunes they saw being made 
éround them, have made bad worse by 
increases in rents, freighta, etc. At first 
the increases wore bearable. Wages were 
good, there wag plenty of work for every- 
ne, tradg wag booming, and there waa 
no lack of food. But the timo came when 
the rise in wages and the extra amounta 
to be made by over-time fell short of tho 
increased cost. of food. Agitatora took 
advantage of the opportunity to start 
riots, in which a good deal of damage 
was done and much property was destroy- 
ed. This awoke the authorities to a sense 
of the position, and many experiments 
were tried to clip the wings of the pro- 
fiteera and bring down the prices of food. 
These experiments were unsucceseful; in 
fact, the more regulations were enacted 
for reducing the price of rice, the higher 
it went. This was under the Tzzavcnr 
Ministry. The present Ministry has an- 
nounced a laissez faire policy. The 
natural economic lawg are to be allowed 
to take their course in the hope that they 
will effect a cure. Tho Ministry, how- 
ever, seems to forget that you cannat 
withdraw stimulants from a patient, who 
haa been in tho habit of taking them, 
without running the risk of killing him 
before he is cured.
